LENHETIM, alias PLENTHEYM, a Village in 
Germany, in the Circle of Bavaria, upon the 
Confines of Suabia, famous for the glorious and 
compleat Victory obtained in it's Neighbourhood by the 
Duke of Mar/borough and Prince Eugene of Savoy, 
over the Duke of Bavaria and Marſhal Tallard, Au- 
guſt the 2d 1704. It ſtands on the North Side of 
the Danube, and has on the North Eaſt Side of it a very 
ſmall Brook called the Meul- Meyen. Tis three Miles 
almoſt Eaſt from Hochſted, nine Miles Weſt South 
Weſt from Donawerf, thirty Miles North Eaſt from 
Ulm, and thirty one Miles North from Auſburg. 
Longitude from the Meridian of Teneriſt, 32 Deg. 30 
Min. Latitude, 43 Deg. 44 Man.
